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ABSTRACT 

Data are presented on the number and distribution of 
limited-English-proficient (LEP) , fluent-English-proficient (FEP), 
and bilingual students and teachers and migrant students in 
California public elementary and secondary schools. Tables present 
the information by county, grade level, language, participation in a 
bilingual program, and staff classification (for staff members). Of 
the state's four million students enrolled in public schools, more 
than 11.3% were identified as having a primary language other than 
English and as being LEP. An additional 11.3% were identified as 
having a primary language other than English and being FEP. Although 
the survey identified 41 languages as these students' primary 
languages, 5 (Spanish, Vietnamese, Cantonese, Korean, and Pilipino) 
were the primary languages of 89%. Trends since 1983 show an increase 
of 21% percent in LEP students, 27 percent iri LEP Vietnamese 
students, and 14% in bilingual cross-cultural teachers. Most of the 
LEP and FEP students were found in kindergarten and grades 1-6. Six 
counties had 74% of the state's LEP students. Ninety-three percent of 
LEP students were enrolled in bilingual classrooms or individualized 
bilingual programs. Over 57% of migrant students with a primary 
language other, than English were identified as LEP. (MSE) 
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INTRODUCTION 



California school districts are required- by Education Code sections 
5^164 and following to conduct a language census survey annually and to report 
the results of that survey to the State Department of Education, The results 
of the language census survey conducted in 1982-33 and reported to the State 
Department of Education in the spring, 1983, have been compiled by county and 
state totals and are presented in this report. 

The Bilingual Education Improvement and Reform Act of 1980 (Chapter 1339, 
Statutes of 1980) made certain changes in terminology. Previous reports had 
described limited-English-speaking or non-English-speaking students. As a 
result of the 1980 legislation, however, reference is made in this report to 
limited- or fluent-Eng'lish-prof icient students. J ... 

Of the state's four million students enrolled, in public schools, more than 
11.3 percent were identified in the survey as having a primary language other 
than English and as being limited-English-proficient students. An additional 
11 3 percpnt were identified as having a primary language other than English 
and as being fluent-English-proficient students. Although the survey 
identified 41 different non-English languages as the primary languages of the 
identified students, five languages' (Spanish, Vietnamese, Cantonese, Korean, 
and Filipino) were the primary languages . of 89 percent of the identified 
students.. 

Table 1 presents the number of limited-English-proficient students in 
California public schools for 1981 through' 1983- The information, displayed by 
"county, shows a state total of 457 ,542 for 1983, an increase of , 21 percent 
since 1981. 

Table 2 shows the number of limited-English-proficient students in 
California public schools in selected grade categories. Seven out of ten of 
the students were in kindergarten and grades one through six. 

Table 3 shows the number of fluent-English-proficient ■ students in 
California public schools in selected grade categories. Fifty-six percent of 
all fluent-English.-nr of icient students were in kindergarten through grade six. 

' -Tabl* 4 displays the number of limited-English-proficient students in each 
county in the state by the five major languages. Six counties (Alameda, Los 
Angeles, Orange, San Diego, San Francisco, and Santa Clara) had ?i| percent of 
the state's limited-English-proficient students. 

Table 5 presents the number of ' limited-English-proficient students in 
California public schools by the five major languages for 1981 through 1983- 
The number of Pilipino students and students in "all other languages" who were 
limited-English proficient increased by 43 " percent during the three-year 
period. The number of limited-English-proficient Vietnamese students increased 
by 27 percent. 



Table 6 shows the "number of limited-English-proficient students statewide 
by grade level in each of the five major languages. Spanish was the primary 
language .of 74 percent of the youths identified in the survey as limited- 
English-proficient students. 

Table 7 shows the number of limited-English-proficient students in 
California public schools enrolled in specific bilingual instructional 
programs. Ninety-three percent of all limited-English-proficient students were 
in Mther bilingual classrooms or individualized bilingual programs. 

Table 8 displays the language status of students in migrant education, 
programs, by selected grade levels. More than 57 percent of migrant 
education participants whose primary language was other than English were 
reported as limited-English-proficient students." More than 12 percent of 
migrant students had ; English as their primary language. - 

Table 9 presents the number of staff members serving in bilingual programs, 
including teachers who had been certified to teach in bilingual classrooms or 
whose credential requirement had been temporarily waived by the Stpte Board of 
Education; language development specialists; and bilingual-crosscultural 
aides. More than 6.8 percent of all bilingual staff members in -California 
public schools were located in Los Angeles, Orange, and San Diego counties. 

Table N \0 shows the number of staff members serving in bilingual programs, 
by each oKthe five major languages. Ninety-two- percent of the teachers were ^ 
bilingual in Spanish and English. 

Table 11 shows a trend in the number of bilingual teachers, teachers with 
waivers, and oilingual aides for three years, 1981 through 1983- The data are 
displayed by the fivs major languages. Since 198 1 the number of bilingral- 
crosscultural teachers increased by 14 percent; the number of teachers vuth 
waivers decreased by 20 percent; and the number of bilingual-crosscultural 
aides increased by 12 percent.
